2 . On 24th February 1988 a joint petition of compromise bearing the thumb 
impression of Nanhak Nunia , the concerned workman , who was also present in 
person , and , on behalf of the management by Shri G . D . Patra , Manager of the 
Pure Kustore Colliery and their Advocate Shri S . S . Mukherjee, was Aled and a 
joint prayer was made that the reference be disposed of in terms of the compro 
mise . 


3 . As the union did not appear on that date , I recorded the statement of the 
concerned workman Nanhak Nunia , WWI, on 24th February 1966 with regard to 
the compromise petition Aled by him . He admitted to have fled the petition or 
compromise and to have given his thumb impression on it and when the thumb 
impression on the petition was shown to him he admitted it to be his own . He 
further admitted that he had cntered into the compromise of his own free will. 
He also stated that he did not want his reinstatement in the colliery as he was 
to get Rs. 300 as ex - gratia payment and also his Arrear wages. He was informed 
by the Tribunal to be present on 15th March 1966 when the union had been 
directed to appear to show cause why the compromise should not be recorded . 

4 . On 15th March 1966 Shri S . S . Mukherjee, Advocate, appeared for the 
management and Shri Gopal Chandra Munshi, General Secretary , Khan Mazdoor 
Congress appeared for the union , which represented the concerned workman , but 
the concerned workman himself was not present although he was asked to be 
present. The unior. Aled a petition contesting the compromise and submitted that 
the said compromise was not a fair one and the concerned workman on account 
of his objpect poverty accepted the compromise for a small amount of Rs. 300 only . 
It was further stated that the concerned workman went home and coolv thruelt 
over the matter and he sent a letter to Shri Raj Ballav Prasad , the Secretary , 
Khan Mazdoor Congress, which shows that the concerned workman is not happy 
with the terms of the compromise and the said alleged post card was filed along 
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with the petition and , therefore , it was prayed that the compromise was not 
beneficial to the interest of the workman and it should be rejected . 

15 . The post card is alleged to have been sent by one Nanhak Prasad on 3rd 
February 1986 from Khuthha. The concerned workman is Nanhak Nunta and he 
has given his name as such in his deposition in Court on 24th February 1986 , 
when he was examined as WW1, He is not literate and surprisingly enough the 
signature of alleged Nanhak Prasad appears on the post card . This post card , 
therefore , is very suspicious and I am not prepared to accept it as a genuine docu 
ment sent by Nanhak Nunia , the concerned workman , I examined , as stated 
before , the concerned workman on the very day the compromise petition was fled 
and he stated before me that he enterd into the compromise of his own free will. 
He further said , as stated earlier , that he did not want his reinstatement in the 
colliery as he is to get Rs. 300 as er - gratid payment besides his arrear wages. 
For these reasons, I have no doubt that the compromise is a bonafide corapromise 
and that the objection of the union is not sound , and , therefore, it is rejected . 


6 . The result, therefore, is that the reference is disposed of in terms of the 
compromise , which is marked Annexure " A " and an award in terms of the com 
promise Annexure " A " is made and the said compromise (Annexure " A " ) is made 
a part of the award .

It will be necessary to mention only if the prel {minary 
objection is overruled . 

3 . On 30th March 1964 the concerned workman also Aled a writton statement 
in which he dealt with the merits of the case, but did not controvert the pre 
Liminary objection taken by the management in its written stataement. The caso 
of the workman on the merits of the case also will be mentioned , if necessary , it 
the prellminary objection of the management is rejected . 

4 . Saryashri S . S . Mukherjee and S . N . Singh , Legal Assistant, appeared for 
the management and Shri B . N . Sharma, President, Congress Mazdoor Sangh , 
appeared for the union representing the concerned workman . 
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5 . When the case was taken up , on behalf of the management documents were 
Hled which were marked Exts . M to M18 . Union also Aled its Membership 
Register , which was marked Ext. W . Thereafter, both the parties argued on the 
preliminary point and order was reserved .

6 . The preliminary objections of Shri Mukherjee was that the present dispute 
was an individual dispute , because the present union - Congress Mazdoor Sangh 
was started in this Colllery on 23rd September 1963 and the concerned workman 
became its member on 11th December 1963 , long after his dismissal on 26th 
March 1963 , and, therefore , the union had no jurisdiction to convert the Individual 
dispute of the workman into an industrial dispute when his dispute was not 
sponsored by his workmen or by any other union , so as to convert it into an indus 
trial dispute and as such the present reference was incompetent. 


7 . It appears that the concerned workman was dismissed on 18th March 1963 
with effect from 26th March 1963 . It further appears from Ext. M18 that Shri B . 
N . Sharma informed the Manager of the colliery on 23rd September 1963 that a 
meeting had been held on 22nd September 1963 at which he had been elected 
President and the other Office Bearers named therein had been elected . On the 
basis of Ext. M18 , therefore, it can safely be said , and it had not been denied by 
Shri Sharma, that this union was started in this Digwadih Colliery some time in 
September , 1963 and the election of the Office Bearers was held on 22nd September 
1963 , and therefore, he, as President of the Union , informed the Manager of his 
anit of other office bearers election . The Membership Register (Ext. W ) further 
shows that the concerned workman . Shri Ram Tilak Singh , whosc Serial No. is 96 , 
became a member of the union on 11th December 1963, that is , long after his dis 
missal on 26th March 1963. In these circumstances , in view of my previous 
decisions, that in such a situation the union has no jurisdiction to convert the 
individual dispute of a workman by sponsoring it into an industrial dispute , and , 
therefore, the fact that this individual dispute was espoused by this union of which 
the concerned workman became a member after his dismissal and at the instance 
of this union this reference was made does not clothe the individual dispute with 
the characteristic of an industrial dispute as held by me, for instance , in Tata s 
Case which is reported in ( 1964 - 65 ) 27 F . J. R . 482, which has not yet been reversed . 
I would , therefore, reject the reference as incompetent. 
8. This is the award which I make and submit to the Central Government.

Short recital of the case 


The Singareni Collieries Workers Union raised a dispute through their letter 
No. GS / BPL / 933 / 64 , dated 4th August 1964 claiming that the Shuttle Car and 
Joy Loader operators and the Arc Shearer operators numbering 20 of No. 6 
Incline who are now in category 7 should be allowed higher wages ranging from 
category 8 to category 9 . The dispute was taken up for conciliation on 3rd 
September 1964 and the discussions ended in failure .

— In pursuance of sub - section ( 4 ) of section 3 of the Mica 
Mines Labour Welfare Fund Act, 1946 ( 22 of 1946 ) , the Central Govern 
ment hereby publishes the following report of the activities Ananced from the 
Mica Mines Labour Welfare Fund during the year ending with the 31st March , 
1965, together with a statement of accounts for that year and an estimate of 
recelpts and expenditure of the said Fund for the year 1965 - 66 . 


Part I 


General.- The Mica Mines Labour Welfare Fund constituted under the Mica 
Mines Labour Welfare Fund Act , 1946 ( 22 of 1946 ) , is intended to provide educa 
tion , recreational and other welfare amenities to the labour employ in the mica 
mining industry. 

The Act provides for the levy of a duty of customs on all mica exported from 
India upto maximum rate of 61 per cent ad valorem . The present rate is 21 
per cent. 

The collections are allocated for expenditure on welfare measures among the 
various Mica producing areas in proportion to their average production . 

The following welfare measures have so far been undertaken in Bihar, Andhra : 
Pradesh and Rajasthan . 
( i ) Improvement of medical facilities : 
( a ) Hospitals . - A 100 bed Central Hospital at Karma ( Bihar ) , a 14 bed 

Hospital at Kalichedu ( Andhra Pradesh ) and a 30 bed Hospital at . 
Gangapur (Rajasthan ) continued to be maintained from the re - - 
sources of the Fund . The bed strength of the Hospital at Tisri . 
( Bihar ) was raised from 15 to 30 . A 50 bed T . B . Hospital at Karma 
( Bihar ) continued to function . Co .istruction of 12 bed T . B . Ciinic at 
Tisri is in progress and work on a 16 będ T . B . Ward attached to the 
hospital at Kalichedu would begin shortly . An inpatient ward for 

static dispensary at Talupur was sanctioned . 
( b ) Other medical facilities. - Other medical institutions set up from the 

finances of the Fund comprise 5 static dispensaries, 3 mobile medical! 
units , 7 ayurvedic dispensaries, 5 maternity and child welfare centres 
and 6 community centres in Blhar ; 3 slatic dispensaries , one mobile 
dispensary , 2 ayurvedic dispensary and 4 maternity centres in 
Andhra Pradesh ; and 8 dispensary - cum -maternity and child welfare 
centres , 5 static allopathic dispensaries , 3 mobile medical units and 

12 ayurvedic dispensaries in Rajasthan . 
A Health promotion Centre at Dhorakola in mica fields of Bihar continued 

to function . The Centre attends to the periodical medical check -up 
of mica miners and their families for detection of diseases (occu 

pational or otherwise ) in the early stages . 
Ten beds in the T . B , Sanatorium at Ranchi and eleven beds in T . B . I [ospi 

tal, Nellore have been reserved for the exclusive use of mica miners 
and their families . Arrangement has been made for the treatment at 
the Tetulmari Leprosy Hospital of mica miners of Bihar who suffer 
from leprosy . The Fund make grants - in -aid to these institutions for 

the reservation of beds. 
( c ) Assistance to T . B . Patients. -- A subsistence allowunce at Rs. 50 per 

month is being granted , to the denendents of mica miners who are 
under treatment in the T . B . Ward attached to the Central Hospital 
Karma or at the T . B . Sanatorium , Ranchi, The Scheme of domici 
llary treatment of T . B . and silicosis patients was also continued . 
The patients attending the out- door department of T . B . Hospital , 
Nellore were granted travelling allowance. A Rehabilitation - cum 
convalescence Home set up in Bihar for workers cured of T . B . ccn 
tinued to function Financial Assistance to mica miners suffering 
from T . B . by way of aid of Rs. 50 p .m . for six months for special 

diet was continued to be provided . 
( d ) Training. The mica miners in Andhra Pradesh are being trained in 

first aid . 
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vii ) Educational facilities .- - Eight multipurpose institutes , each with an Adult 
Educational Centre and a Women s Welfare Centre , provide educational and 
recreational facilities to workers in Bihar . Training in handicrafts like sewing 
and knitting is given to women attending the Centres . Each institute serves as 
a training -cum - production Centre. One Community Centre is functioning in 
Andhra Pradesh where male workers learn carpentry in their leisure time. In 
two women s centres in Anhdra Pradesh and seven centres in Rajasthan , girls 
and women workers are taught tailoring stitching etc . Educational facilities for 
miners children are being provided in 6 primary schools , 2 middle schools , 7 
cornmunity centres and 8 feeder centres in Bihar; 2 primary schools , one middle 
school and 24 adult education centres in Rajasthan ; and 8 primary schools one 
high school and one middle school in Andhra Pradesh . 

In all the schools in Andhța Pradesh , children are provided with facilities 
like free mid -day meals , milk , books, slates , clothing , bags and chappels . Milk 
and snacks are provided to the miners children attending the multipurpose Insti 
tutes Community Centres and Schools in Bihar , Mid - day meals , tooks, slates 
and other stationery articles are supplied to the school - going children of rica 
miners in Rajasthan , 

Four boarding houses in Bihar and two in Andhra Pradesh are being run for 
the children of mica miners studying in schools and colleges . A hostel has been 
set up at Gangapur ( Rajasthan ) for children of mica miners studying in Edigher 
Secondary Schools . 

Scholarships are granted to the children of mica miners studying in schools 
and colleges in Bihar and Rajasthan . Such scholarships are granted for both 
general and technical education . Mica mine- s children studying in School aro 
also granted tuition fee in Bihar, 

( iii ) Recreation facilities . - - Three mobile cinema units , two in Bihar and one 
in Rajasthan give free shows in different mining centres ; 18 Radio sets in Bihar ; 
19 in Andhra Pradesh and 24 in Rajasthan provide recreation to mica miners 
and their families , In Bihar the recreational facilities are provided at Multi 
purpose, Community and Feeder Centres. Out- door and in -door recreational 
tacilities are also provided at the centres and sub - centres in Rajasthan . Bhajan 
parties and recreational clubs have also been set up in different mining areas. 

( iv ) Drinking water facilities.- - 10 wells (55 in Bihar and 5 in Andhra ) 
Pradesh ) have been constructed by the Fund . 12 more wells are being con 
structed in Bihar . Eleven additional wells ( three in Bihar and eight in Andhra 
Pradesh ) have been gunk under the Subsidy Scheme under which the mine 
workers who sink wells get a subsidy equal to Rs. 7 ,500 per well or 75 per cent 
of the cost of construction whichever is less . The construction of four more wells 
under this scheme is in progress in Andhra Pradesh . 5 wells are being sunk 
in Rajasthan through Zilla Parishads and 90 per cent of the cost of these wells 
is to be met from the Fund . A dam has also been constructed in Bihar . 


( v ) Housing facilities , 
( a ) Low Cost Housing Scheme. - As there was no response to the various 

earlier housing schemes introduced from 1953, a low - cost housing 
scheme for construction of 500 low - cost houses costing about Rs. 1300 
cach , was sanctioned in July , 1962, for Bihar region . The ceiling 
cost of houses under the scheme has been raised from Rs. 1300 to 
Rs . 1600 . The Houses constructed at the cost of the Fund u111 be 
handed over to mine owner who , besides being responslble for their 
maintenance , will pay a nominal rent of Re . I to Rs, 2 per month per 

house and allot the houses free of rent to the mica miners. 
(b ) Departmental Colontes. - - In addition to the above scheine, a colony 

consisting of 50 two - room houses has been constructed at Jorasimar 
( Bihar ) . 10 more colonies comprising 314 such houses stand sanc 
tioned and their construction is to start soon .

( vi) Financial help in case of accidents . — The scheme relating to the grant 
of financial assistance from the Fund to the widows and children of mica ininers 
who dle as a result of accidents was continued . 


- One Wholesale ( Central) Consumers 
Cooperative stores with its four branches and seven primary stores in Bihar and 
four primary consumers cooperative stores in Andhra Pradesh and three in 
Rajasthan set up with the assistance of the Fund continued to supply consumers 
goods at reasonable prices to the mica mining population .
